"People are not living -up to their 


profession of the Christian faitlj in 
the church," said Mr. Hicks this af- 
ternoon, "and Christianity as taught 
today, is a failure. Confucianism of 
the orient, after thousand of years, 
has shown greater and better 
re- 


sults as manifested in the attitude 
of children toward their parents, and 


in the general practice of the golden 
rule. 


1 "I 'believe that in the League of 


Nations were embodied Wilson's 14 
points. At first the churches were 
ardent in their support of the 
league, but later church members 
changed their minds, through preju- 
dice brought to bear upon 
them 


from sources outside of the chur:h. 
Church menVbers have been put to a 
test in the election just closed and 
the majority have allowed the spirit 
of hatred, prejudice, selfishness and 
kindred spirits to outweigh the 
Christian spirit of love, as contain- 
ed in the league.

Into 


"Spheres of Influence" by 


the Allies 


(By the Associated Press) 


PARIS—France, Great 
Britain 


and Italy have signed a tripartite 
aprreement in which they agree to 
support each other in maintaining 
r.heir "spheres of influence" in Tur- 
key. The limits of the areas in which 
the respective special interests 0' 
Prance and Italy are recognized are 
defined by the same document. 


This agreement, it developed, was 


signed at Sevres Aug. 10, the day the 
public ceremonial of the signing o: 
the peace treaty with Turkey took 
place. Although the agreement, it is 
explained, is not considered a secrei 
one, 
it nevertheless has never been 


made public until now, after a lapse 
of nearly three 
months since the 


signing. 


Under its own terms the document 


was to come into force and be pub- 
lished at the time the Turkish peace 
treaty should go into effect. 
This 


date is still an uncertainty. • 


British Areas Undefined 


In connection with examination of 


the text of the agreement now avail- 
able, attention is being called here to 
the fact that while the :treaty defines 
the spheres of j influence of France 
:md-™My—recognizing'the-- especial 
Interests of France in Cilicia and the 
western part of Kurdistan bordering 
on Syria, and of Italy in southern 
Anatolia—the British spheres of in- 
fluence are not only undefined, but 
are'not mentioned. 


This has raised the question if the 


igreement is susceptible 'of .the in- 
terpretation that the British inter- 
ests may be held to extend to any or 
ali the remaining parts of the Turk 
:sh empire. 


Pledge Each Other Support 


It is noted also, that 
while the 


agreement does not take the form of 
ar. alliance, it pledges the contract- 
ing powers to "render diplomatic 
support to each other in maintaining 
their respective positions in the 
areas in which their special interests 
are recognized." 


One section of the document pro- 


vides for the exploitation of the Bag- 
dad railway by a company in which 
British, French, and Italian capital 
is equally interested. 
It gives the 


exploitation of the Heraclea coal 
mines, between Konieh and Adana, 
to Italy. ' 


Article X of the agreement pro- 


vides that nothing contained in it 
shall prejudice the right of nation- 
als of non-signatory states to free 
access to the various areas for com- 
mercial and economic purposes.

Ambassador Says Britain 


and U. S. Should Avoid 


Competition 


(By the Associated Preu) 


MINNEAPOLIS, Miniu—America 


and Great Britain must avoid na- 
tional trade competition "organized 
by government and supported by po- 
litical activities," Sir Auckland Ged- 
des,' British ambassa-jor to the Unit- 
ed States, declared today aj a 'Cham- 
ber of Commerce luncheon here. . 


"If the United States -or 
Great 


Britain," he said, "'begin to organ- 
ize areas of exclusive economic ad- 
vantage, there would inevitably come 


clash of interests that would strain 


the friendly relations between the 
countries." 


Sir Auckland denied that Ameri- 


can ships had been placed at a dis- 
advantage with British ships 
by 


British government action. He de- 
clared "not in any sense as « threat, 
however, veiled, but as a matter^ of 
interest" that it the British empire 
should adopt a law similar to • the 
American law limiting, coastwise 
traffic to ships flying only its own 
flag "there would by som« far reach- 
ing derangement^ in the business of 
non-British shipping." "We are not 
thinking at present of adopting any 
such law," ho added, "for our trade 
policy is based on the policy of 'fair 
trade and equal opportunity."" 


Speaking as representative of all 


the British dominions and' colonies 
"of one-quarter of the human race," 
Sir Auckland declared it was the 
wish of all the British people" to live 
in peace and amity with the United 
States and "with all- the nations of 
Hhe earth." 


"I .read in your newspapers," .he 


said, "of 
these subtle, devilish 


schemes which the British govern-, 
ment is preparing with the object 
of preventing your trade expansion. 
I have "been a member-of the Brit- 
ish cabinet, I have been the -minister, 
of crown, responsible for the trade 
policy and activities of the govern- 
ment, and I assure you formally and 
without reservation that the princi- 
ple which underlies British 
trade 


policy is expressed in the five words: 


"Fair trade and equal opportun-

In an effort to lower cost of home, 


building, the Portland Cement asso- 
ciation plans to establish schools in 
various parts of the country to in- 
struct 
builders and prospective 


home owners in, the best methods 
and most economical use of concrete 
These schools will be similar to the 
short courses maintained by many 
agricultural 
colleges. 
Three-day 


sessions consisting of lectures and 
demonstrations are planned. 


At the present time, one of the 


greatest factors of cost in building 
materials is transportation. During 
the war a heavy increase was added 
to rail rates on building material. 
The recent additional freight in- 
crease of 40 percent adds still more 
to the total transportation 
costs 


that must beconsidered in erecting 
a house. Since eighty percent of 
the material making up concrete'is 
obtained locally, concrete is, to.some 
extent, independent of the railroads 
for transportation.

building.

ods to conserve labor.

A Proclamation 


By GOV. E. L. PHILIPP 


November llth of this year w.ill 


bo the 
second anniversary of the 


armistice which brought about a ces- 
sation of the hostilities in the World 
war. It is'an anniversary 
of an 


event which the. .people of;our. coun- 
try, and in fact the people of the en- 
tire civilized world, received with 
joy because' it meant the beginning 
of an end of ther sacrifice of human 
life and all'the miseries,that are as- 
sociated with war. 


It is a great satisfaction to us all 


that the terms of the armistice have 
been well observed by all-the bellig- 
erent nations, and-that desp'ite the 
fact that our country has been .un- 
able to conclude terms of peace with 
the nations with which we were at 
war, there has been no disposition to 
renew hostilities and no further sac- 
rifice of American.blood and treasure 
has been demanded of us. 


In our own country we have pass- 


ed through two years of reconstruct- 
ion without serious consequences, 
and no demand has been made upon 
our young ma'nhood for 'any further 
sacrifice to pro'tect the peace and 
safety of our people at home.' AH. 
this. speaks .well' for the stability of 
our population, and again demon- 
strates to the world'that this repub- 
lic is safe under.all conditions. 


The.late war has again forcefully 


taught the lesson that a government 
is no stronger than its military 
forces and that we are at all times 
dependent upon those who are cap- 
able of rendering military service to 
protect our homes and firesides 
against our enemies who may seek 
to destroy us. We should, therefore, 
at all times have a proper apprecia- 
tion of the men and women who have 
rendered military service, and I call 
upon the people of Wisconsin to de- 
vote as much of this day as they can 
spare from their labors to a recogni- 
tion of the services of the survivors 
of the late war, and I do especially 
request that our memories of those 
who lost their lives in the great con- 
flict be revived and that their names 
be placed before the living as ex- 
amples' of patriotic devotion to our 
country. 


I recommend that an hour be de- 


voted in each and every school to a 
review of our 
country's participa- 


tion in ihe world war and the ser- 
vice rendered by our soldiers, sailors 
-and nurses, in order that our young 
people may grow up with a proper 
appreciation of that service and a 
better understanding of the duties of 
citizenship. 


I am without authority to declare 


this day a legal holiday. I feel con- 
fident, however, that the people will 
voluntarily comply with the sugges- 
tions that I have expressed in1 this 
proclamation.

Mary Smith, I look through my files 
and if I have a record of such a girl 
I take it to him, or he gets it, and 
sometimes he asks my assistance in 
the case. This usually amounts to 
talking to the girl or something of 
thcvkind. Almost all cases in which 
attorneys ask information from me 
arc cases of girls who have been be- 
trayed. 


"Occasionally Mr. Reynolds, the 


divorce counsel, asks me for infor- 
mation. Once in a while I volunteer 
information in divorce suits, where 
I have some which I believe might 
lead to a reconciliation, and several 
times such reconciliations have been 
brought about and the home kept 
together. Of course, I consult con- 
tinually, as my work demands, with 
the district attorney. 
I keep com- 


plete records of every case I have 
ever handled." 


Here Mrs. Hamilton, who was be- 


ing interviewed in her office the po- 
lice station, displayed a card file, 
which records the complete, or as 
nearly complete history of every 
case, gives dates of visits and all 
pertinent facts of the case. 


"But that is all the information I 


ever give or "look up" for attor- 
neys,"

"With regard to the charge that i! 


'do county work I can say this: that 
I never investigate a place outside 
of Madison.

Grand Jury in Final Report 


Says Few Players 


Dishonest 


(By the Associated Pross) 


CHICAGOy-The 
federal 
grand 


jjury .investigating 
baseball 
this 


morning returned its final report in 
which it stated that "while evidence 
has been found that some games 
were thrown by players, the prac- 
tice was not general and the lead- 
ers in organized baseball may be 
relied upon to keep the game above 
suspicion." 


The grand jury's reports say in 
part: 


"Considering the 
magnitude of 


the enterprise and the great number 
of ball players engaged, we believe 
a comparatively small number of 
the players have been dishonest— 
we were gratified to find players 
who immediately reported to their 
managers the suggestions of 'fixing* 
and, 
likewise managers who imme- 


diately discontinued players 
who 


were implicated in "any" way in at- 
tempts to corrupt the game. The 
adoption of this policy as a fixed 
practice no matter at what cost, will 
make impossible a repetition of the 
present trouble. 


"Evidence was given the jury- of 


an instant during a game played in 
Chicago where a certain player on 
the New York National league base- 
ball club offered another player a 
bribe if he would throw that par- 
ticular game. .He player to whom 
the bribe was offered immediately 
walked off the diamond, refusing to 
continue pitching the game. 


"We earnestly commend the ac- 


tion of this player. . 


"We call attention, to a law of- 


fered by Sen. Cummins in: May, 
1919, 
making the offering or accept- 


ing of a bribe a criminal offense. 
This grand jury 
recommends the 


passage of such a federal statue. 
The young player from 
the minor 


league or .from amateur baseball 
who enters the major leagues should 
realize that ne occupies a position 
of trust and has entered upon an 
honorable career, looking to baseball 
as his profession, 
and , he' must 


therefore conduct himself .in a man- 
ner that will make, his occupation 
one of integrity and high standing/'

FOR TEACHERS 


Retirement Fund to be Sub- 


ject for Legis- 


lation 


One of the Ibig problems to come 


before the regular session of the 
legislature which convenes here in 
January will 'be the consideration 
of the teachers' retirement fund law. 
The subject 'has been made the" topic 
of a special 
investigation by the 


legislature through a committee of 
which 'Senator Anton Kuckuk was 
chairman, assisted' by Former In- 
surance -Com-missioner H. L^Ekem. 
At the .State Teachers association 
meeting in Milwaukee this weak a 
resolution was passed asking that 
the state carry its share .of the cost 
of the. teachers' retirement fund. 


"The teachers' retirement furd 


law has bean criticised particularly 
because of the forfeiture of one half 
of the contributions of the teacher 
on the refund to -her of contributions 
on withdrawal from service," says a 
statement of the legislative commit- 
tee just issued to the teachers of 
the state. "The fund has also been 
criticised because of-the failure 
to 


make sufficient provisions for the 
•benefits promised; also for the pro- 
visions for'pre-rating 
or 
scaling 


benefits in order to make good any 
deficiency. The action of tlje last 
legislature in providing for a reduc- 
tion of the benefits ,to 85 per cent of 
those provided has also been 
se- 


verely criticised. It is believed that 
none of the abjections to the pres- 
ent plan are insuperable and that it 
is quito practicable to revise the 
present plan to produce an entirely 
workable and satisfactory plan. 


"It is the desire of the committee 


that teachers and any others ibring 
to the attention of the committee, 
any facts and suggestions, which in 
their opinion should be considered 
in reaching its conclusions and mak- 
ing its recommendations for legisla- 
tion." 


Chairman W. N. Mclver of the 


state teachers' association declares 
that under the plan as first adopted 
in Wisconsin in 1911 the state con- 
tributed more to the fund than the 
teacher. 
In recent years, with the 


increases of teachers' salaries, this 
has been reversed and now three- 
fifths of the revenues <Jf the fund 
como from the teachers. 
He 
<'e- 


clares that the legislature should en- 
act a more generous teachers' pen- 
sion fund law.

He Belongs to Mankind and No Spirit of Intolerance Can 


• Withstand His Appeal

STIRRING scene was staged in the university gym last 
night by 2,000 people at the feet of Fritz Kreisler, master 


violinist. 
.

From the moment that the Incomparable Kreisler sent the 


first clear note straight to the hearts of his audience of 2,000 
until the end of the program an assemblage sat enthralled over 
the message that came out of that violin. And then when Kreis- 
ler played encore after encore at the conclusion of the program 
hundreds of people clustered about the platform hoping that 
Kreisler would play "just a little more." 


Kreisler's wonderful playing was not the only feature of the 


program. The audience last night served to demonstrate that 
the wounds and the heart rents and the bitterness engendered 
by war are beginning to be healed by those great forces for 
world brotherhood, — music and art, 


Here stood a man who but a short time ago was set aside 


as something to be loathed and hated. 
Fritz Kreisler was a 


"Hun." He was guilty of having been born in Austria and of 
having in his blood that commanding impulse that makes a man 
want to fight for his country. Kreisler fought for his country 
just as the thousands of American boys fight for their country. 


But by fighting for Austria, Kreisler became a "Hun." 


Seated in the Madison audience last night were hundreds of 
Madison's good people who, during the war, forgot that art and 
music have no frontiers; forgot that the masters of the world 
in art an dmusic and painting belong not to England and France 
or Italy or Austria but to MANKIND. 


But there is no intolerance or hatred or prejudice that can 


withstand the appeal of Kreisler's violin. Was there a person 
with a soul in that audience last night who could think of Fritz 
Kreisler as a Hun after he had gotten fairly well into his pro- 
gram? 


Fritz Kreisler is one of the world's commanding artists. 


Art never halts at boundary lines; music is a universal Ian- 
guage. Kreisler stirs the soul of the American, the Austrian, 
the Englishman, the German, the Italian, — he stirs the soul of 
mankind. 


Would that there were more spirits in the world today 


who could send forth the appeal of a Kreisler. Would that there 
were more violins in the world today sending forth the message 
which makes for unity and brotherhood among men.

f AMES M. PIERCE of the Wisconsin Fanner took a view as 
»l to the duty of an editor which is only 'too rare in this com- 
mercial age; His recent sudden death has brought sadness and 
a keen sense of loss to many homes in Wisconsin. 


Mr. Pierce recently said : 


There are two paths which any man starting life as an editor 


may choose. One is the easy way of conventional platitude and 
harmless unction, in which nothing is said which could by any 
' ..... possible chance give offense to any one for whose support the 


editor cares. Such an editor stands by the established order of 
things, accepts what is handed out to him from above, all cut and 
dried; and considers always his personal advantage rather than 
what is right. To such an editor whatever IS, is right, and any- 
one who challenges that theory is a disturber, a destroyer and a 
radical who ought to be suppressed. 


The other path is a rough and rocky one to travel. Its sur- 


face has not been smoothed by as many feet as the other and 
easier road. Sometimes it leads to dark valleys and up steep 
inclines, and whoever chooses it must oft-times travel a lonely 
journey. But it has its compensation, and the man who chooses 
it needs no sympathy, and is not entitled to any particular credit, 
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In the Wisconsin Farmer, and in his two other farm week- 


lies, Mr. Pierce followed the second path which he has described, 
•and followed it with great faithfulness. 
All honor to him. 


Like Senator La Follette he was often accused of being a 


disturber, a trouble maker, and a self-seeker. But he gloried in 
these charges because he knew they were a tribute to his efforts 
to curb the unscrupulous power of the great accumulators of 
wealth, and help the common working farmer and the every- 
day average citizen to better conditions of life. 


He loved and served his fellowmen. We shall not soon see 


his like again. 


WANT TO KILL DIRECT PRIMARIES 


E movement on -the part of the farmers of the northwest 
to use the ballot box to correct economic evils and abuses, 


and to curb the power of organized wealth, is starting anotheV 
agitation for the reneal of direct primary laws and the estab- 
lishment of the old-time convention system of nominating public 
officials. The Madison Democrat is one of a number of reaction- 
ary newspapers which are saying with Jeremiah of old, "Seek 
ye the old paths and walk therein, and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls.'1' 


But Anglo-Saxon people generally hang on with bull-dog 


tenacity to every increase of power which they obtain, to con- 
trol their own governments. 
Direct primaries have come to 


stay, as has manhood suffrage, woman's suffrage, trial by jury, 
and the writof habeas corpus. 


The time wiH never come again when farmers win under- 


tak« to advance their own interests by dividing their vote be- 
tween the republican and democratic parties, and by permitting 
the politicians to pick out the candidates on 'both party tickets. 


The remedies for the evils of democracy is more democracy. 


Our direct primary laws can be made more efficient in most 
states by making them more democratic, and by extending them. 
President Wilson in Ms first message to congress urged legisla- 
tion providing 'for direct presidential primaries. Buf he after- 
wards abandoned the project as completely as he abandoned his 
14 points.
